VERY-drop of water that runs to the 
sea without yielding its full com- 
mercial returns to the nation is an 

economic loss, and that loss in all its eco- 
momic implications can be computed in 
billions. 

We have for a century and a half con- 
centrated ourselves upon development of 
our land and our mineral resources; we 
have conserved our forests and developed 
our rail and highway transportation. Our 
government has done some effective work 
with water, but we have wasted yast sums 
of public money under political pressures; 
and we have now skimmed off the easy 
fobs. Today it is the major engineering 
jobs and the opportunity of great national 
design which lie before us. 


‘A New Era in the Use of Water 


Almost unnoticed, the progress of 
science and engineering has revolutionized 
the possibilities of our water resources, 
Inventions in construction methods and 
tools enable us economically to deepen 
channels and safely to construct great 
dams. These advances, together with im- 
provements in water craft, enable us to 
transform the local packet boat into trans- 
portation systems for great trains of 
barges and ocean-going vessels. The dis- 
coveries in transmission of electricity now 
enable distant waterpower to be brought 
to a market as a vital contribution to 
the cost of developments for other pur- 
poses. We haye emerged from the long 
postponement of national construction im- 
posed by the war and reconstruction; we 
have recovered so greatly in national 
wealth that we now have the capital to 
compass such projects as our expanding 
needs require and our undeveloped re- 
sources make possible. 

All this has brought us to the threshold 
of a new era in utilization of these vari- 
ous resources of water where we must 
broaden our foresight and determine great 
policies and programs. The great policy 
we need adopt is a resolution of vigorous 
development. The program is a problem 
of each great drainage. We must no 
longer think in terms of single power 
sites or single storage dams or single land 
projects, or single navigation improve- 
ments: we must think (and thanks to 
science and engineering, we can think) in 
terms of the co-ordinated long-view devel- 


opment of each river system to its maxi . 


mum utilization. We have also to face the 
regrettable fact that these great possibil- 


to our 


ities of development of water resources 
are fast drifting into the muck of litiga- 
tion, political opposition and interstate 
quarrels, which could be solved by the 
determination of broad national programs, 
Many of the problems are interstate and 
can be solved by no single local effort. 
‘If we study each of our great systems 
we shall find that their possibilities lie 
each in its own case either in navigation, 
flood control, reclamation, irrigation or 
electrical power. On some drainages all 
these uses are available, in others but part 
of them. But, in any event, each system 
must be considered as a whole and or- 
ganized to the maximum results. 
The actual structures required for devel- 
opment of water resources in every case 


consist primarily of dams, canals, locks or 


channels, and theit implacement without 
regard to the ultimate full development of 
all possibilities of a drainage results only 
in incurable losses. Nor do we need com- 
plete and detailed engineering plans. 
‘What we do need is immediate determi- 
nation of the broad objective and best 
development -of every river, stream and 
lake in our country in order that we do 
not undertake or permit haphazard devel- 
opment, whether public or private, that 
will destroy the possibilifies of their max- 
imum future returns. And likewise we 


must determine what structures shall be — 


undertaken at once. 


Iam not proposing that all these things 


should be done tomorrow. At this moment 
we could not make economic use of the 
whole of this power or all this land, or all 
these inland waterways—but we will need 
the whole of it within half a generation. 
And at this moment we have the urgent 
need for beginning certain major projects 
which will in themselves require years for 
completion. 


The Colorado River 


I know of no more perfect example of 


the need of determination of broad pol- 
icies and of urgent execution of the first 
major engineering job than that furnished 
by the Colorado River. Here we have a 
great river whose basin lies in seven 
States, presenting the possibility that, 
given adequate storage of its enormous 
spring freshets, we could eventually add 
assets between 5,000,000 and 
6,000,000 acres of irrigated land and 6,000,- 
000 horsepower. This would be equiva- 
lent to the addition of a State to our 
Union almost as great as the State of 
Maryland. The Colorado River must also 
be the domestic water supply to 
growing cities.

Planning Commissions 


For their permanent solution two bodies 


* have been created, the Los Angeles City 


Planning Commission and the Los Angeles 
County Regional Pianning Commission. 

While the two commissions have some- 
what similar objectives the former takes 
in only the city proper, while the latter 
@mbraces not only the territory of Los 
Angeles county but the entire south and 
west coastal plain, an area of some 12,000 
square miles. 

The Regional Planning Commission 
grew out of a voluntary body of public- 
spirited citizens who met from time to time 
to discuss the questions which the com- 
mission was later called upon to answer. 
The commission was officially created in 
January of 1923 by the Los Anegéles 
County Board of Supervisors and consists 
of five members, one fram each Super- 


domain . .visor’s district. Its staff consists of sec- 


retary, Mr. Hugh R. Pomeroy, a stenog- 
rapher and several draughtsmen. 


The territory covered by the comnits-. 
sion contains forty or more cities and 


about fifty unincorporated towns, many 
of them with contiguous city limits. 
Recognizing that eventually this entire 
district will be one city in political organi- 
zation as well ds physical fact, the com- 


mission has taken up all problems from 


the angle of mutual benefit to all districts. 
Its aim is to see that all public improve- 
ments are made, not from the individual 
standpoint of the community making the 
improvement but in harmony with the 
general plan of the entire county. 


This will do away with the wasteful 


practice of consummating projects that 


later developments nullify and the hap- 


hazard method of building retail centers. 


Future Problems Solved Now 


The main problems that come before 
the commission are those of new sub- 
divisions, arteria] highways, and zoning. 

Other questions are those of tree 
planting and establishment .of regional 
pafks and air ports, the protection and 
acquisition for the public of beach front- 
age, and the solution of transportation 

ms. 

Through co-operation with the cities and 
the real estate association the commis 


sion is able to keep in“touch with all civic 


improvement projects. 

No major project is attempted without 
the advice .of the commission and many 
projects are even initiated by that body. 
All projects outside of incorporated cities 
come umder the direct supervision of the 
commission. All subdivisions must be laid 
out in conformity with “the regional plan 
of highways and subdividers havé found it 


to their interest to subject their plans to — 


the approval of the commission. 

A splendid system of arterial highways 
has been laid out which provides. for a 
major highway of not less than ninety 
feet in width on each section line, a 
secondary highway of not less than eighty 
feet in width on each half-section line, and 
a by-pass highway of tot less than sixty 
feet on each quarter-section line or other:

major and secondary highways. Grade- 


crossing problems are considered with the 
idea of eventually eliminating these dan- 
gerous points entirely. A special affiliated 
commission handles this work. 

Highways are divided into three classes 
by the Regional Planning Commission, as 
follows, industrial, general utility and 
scenic. It is planned to create such high- 
ways with a view to eliminating truck | 
traffic entirely from the scenic highways 
and restricting it as much as possible 
upon all except the purely industrial roads. 
By routing trucks on, highways created 
solely for that purpose congestion is 
avoided, traffic is speeded up and parking 
space increased. 


A Careful Zoning Plan * 
The zoning of Southern California is 


an important part of the commission's 


work and its plans are laid with a view to 
establishing business centers at points 
where the natural economic requirements 
of the district would place them and re- 
stricting residential sections to homes 
and cultural institutions, 

Many of ‘he main boulevards of South- 
ern California are already lined with trees 
which give grateful shade during the heat 
of the day and the commission is foster- 
ing more planting that will provide @ con- 
tinuous park along the roadways. Other 
plans insure the tearing out of eyesore 
shacks and converting such districts into 
regional parks for the motoring public. 

The increasing use of the airplane for 
business and pleasure ig making nece® 
sary the establishment of landing fields 
and the commission is studying this ques 
tion with the ultimate object of dotting 
the southwest with ports for these ships 
of the air. Several cities have already 
provided such facilities. 

The increase in private ownership of 
beach frontage is also providing a prob- 
lem for the commission and it ie taking 
steps to prevent the general public from 
being denied access to the ocean. Beach 
cities are co-operating in this matter. —

Industry Keeps Pace

population of California is given by thé 
same authority as $926. 

The per capita annual purchasing power 
of Los Angeles county, according to H. G. 
Weaver, assistant sales director General 
Motors Corporation, is $1107, or more than 
that of any other county in the United 
States. The average family income in the 
city of Los Angeles is estimated on the 
basis of 3.6 persons to a family as $3240. 

An index to this great purchasing power 
of Los Angeles is to be found in the own- 
ership of automobiles. While the State 
of California contains over 64 per cent of 
all motor vehicles in the seven western 
States, eleven of the southern counties 
contain over 55 per cent, and Los Angeles 
county 40 per cent of the California total. 

Distribution Economy 

Eastern manufacturers in building up a 
trade on the Pacific Coast formerly had 
the habit of regarding the San Francisco 
district as the central point of distribution 
because of its midway location on the 
coast line; but because of the southward 
swing of population and the development 
at Los Angeles of the biggest port coni- 
merce on the coast, this city is now rec- 
ognized as the economical point of manu- 
facturing and distribution. 


The modern practice of industry is to 


locate as near the market as possible and 
where this location combines with cheap 
ocean transportation, with all facilities of 
commerce and banking, practically afi im- 
portant raw materials, highly efficient free 
industrial labor, and comparatively cheap 


nation is cOmplete. 
The comparative freight rates applying 


Coastwise steamship service and low 
rates for water shipments apply from Los 
Angeles in comparison with like rates 
from San Francisco to Northern Ports. 


The differential against Los Angeles to . 
northemg ports is very small on moving

One tremendously vital advantage which. . 
Los Angeles holds for industry is the open 
shop American plan of industrial labor. 

The principle is mutually accepted by 
employer and employee as yielding the 
greatest efficiency, the lowest unit cost of 
product and, necessarily, the highest stand- 
ard of living for the worker. 

The attractiveness of life and residence 
in Southern California is an influence in- 
duc'ng a large and tranquil labor market, 
. The extent and variety of industrial 
output in the Los Angeles metropolitan 
area are indicated by the following state- 
ment of weekly pay roll and production 
value for the year 1924. While these fig- 
ures for the Los Angeles metropolitan 
area are the latest that have been fully 
and officially classified, they of course fail 
to take into account the increase in pro- 
duction of approximately $75,000,000 that 
has come during the last two years of 
rapid industrial expansion. 

In considering, as we must, the develop- 
ment of the great resources of Mexico that

ITTLE more than ten years. ago 
| Hollywood was a suburb of Los An- 

geles, strrounded by beautiful hilis 
with a community mainly composed of 
American motion-picture directors, actors, 
 ectresses and small tradesmen living in 
colonial bungalows which were in the 
midst of orange and lemon groves; today, 
principally owing to the activities of the 
motion-picture folk, Hollywood has 
achieved what no other city or country in 
the world has ever achieved in such a 
short space of time—it has brought to- 
gether from every civilized country in the 
world men and women of genius, art and 
letters, modistes from Paris and Vienna, 
tailors from England, restaurateurs from 
Italy, France and Germany, and people 
from even such far-away countries as 
South Africa, China, Japan and Australia. 
The motion-picture industry has been pri- 
marily the cause of this influx of foreign 
‘ Drain and talent into this part of the 
United States and these people, the cream 
of the world’s creative genius, have cen- 
tralized themselves in and around that por- 
tion of Los Angeles known as Hollywood. 


A City of Palatial Homes 


During this period more money has 
been spent in this industry that furnishes 
three-fifths of the world’s amusement than 
has been used in the devglopment of any 
other industry in the United States. Ag 
a@ result, in and around Hollywood may be 
seen new, beautiful homes such as have 
never been equaled for splendor in the 
world’s history, having been designed by 
the world’s most famous architects. The 
much-talked-of villas in Southern Italy and 
the south of France can in no way be 
compared to many of those recently com- 
pleted, with their wonderful ornamental 
gardens -and the old Roman swimming 
pools. Evirope and America have been ran- 
sacked to furnish them. At the beaches, 
jéss than an hour’s drive away, palatial 
clubs and pretty villas right on the shore 
have been bailt by the motion-picture stars 
and where the delightful cli- 


mate enjoyed in idathas California per- 
mits sea bathing the year ‘round. 

The motion-picture indust is said to 
be fhe fourth largest in the States and is 
now firmly established in Hollywood and 
its vicinity. H. M. Lord, director of 
the Bureau of the Budget, in his recent 
report to Congress, stated that the actual 
capital invested locally in Hollywood is 
the colossal amount of $1,125,000,000, of 
this more than $375,000,000 is invested in 
films, stories, costumes, etc. During the 
Season 1926-27 $225,000,000 is to be spent 
in Hollywood on new productions—that 
being an increase of 25% over last year’s. 

There are nineteen motion-picture stu- 
dios in and around Hollywood, with 250 
producing companies. The number of per- 
sons constan employed in the industry 
is 25,000, wi 
ward of $1,000,000, and in addition there 
are a number of small independent pro- 
ducers who \intermittently operate and 
whose capita] has not been taken into 
consideration in these figures. 

In mentioning the large sums of money 
being used in the production and exploita- 
tion of motion pictures, it must not be sup- 
posed that amyone may come along and 
participate without expert knowledge of 
some kind. That is not the case; there is 
no room for the tmexpert, but for those 
who have something to sell that may be 
helpful to the industry, whether it be 
stories, lighting machinery, photographic 


a weekly pay roll of up 
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apparatus, acting, directing, costumes or 
new ideas, here is the market. It is esti- 
mated that the average floating number 
of experienced actors and actresses for the 
screen now here is upward of 35,000, in 
consequence of.which there is no opportu- 
nity for the inexperienced newcomer. 

In the 570 pictures that were completed 
and released last year, it is estimated that 


the average number of leading players 


used in each picture was. four, with an 


average of six players in small parts and 


fifty to sixty extras, as people used to 
lend atmosphere to the picture are called.

Two roller 
mills with five open-hearth furnaces, 
equipped to turn out bars, castings, fore- 
ing billets, bolts and rivets, have a ca- 
pacity of 11,000 tons per month, 
Pig Iron 

The present consumption of pig fron in 
Los Angeles is 60,000 tons, while that in 
Southern California is 65,000 tons. It has 
been estimated that within a few years 
the local demand will be 200,000 tons in 
excess of present western production. 
Primary iron and steel products received 
through Los Angeles Harbor alone last 
year (1926) totaled 584,581 tons valued at 
$34,379,451. West of the Rockies there 
are now some 300 iron foundries and 
twenty-three opep-hearth furnaces using 
pig iron. 

In view of these facts engineering sur- 
veys have been made looking forward to 
the production of pig iron at Los Angeles 
Harbor. Aside from large supplies of 
high-grade ore, coal and fluxing lime in 


the territory tributary to the harbor (see 
Section I, Page 5,) these surveys show 
that the largest local market for pig tron 
steel products on the Coast, cheap dis- 
tribution by coastwise carriers, and the 
use of hot metal direct from the blast to 
open hearth furnaces, would effect great 
economies as compared with delivered 
cost of competitive iron. Of the 66,000 
tons of pig iron that came into Southern 
California in 1925, it is estimated that 
48,000 tons came by rail from Utah and 
17,000 tons through the harbor from vari- 
ous sources as follows:

Petrolewm Takes Lead 


The most important commodity, both 
in volume and value, naturally is 
petroleum and its products—gasoline, 
kerosene, fuel oil, Diesel oil and other 
by-products. 

Time was, not many years ago, when 
the great bulk of our petroleum was 
shipped either as crude or fuel oil. It 
brought from 70 cents to $1 a barrel. 
But in the last three or four years new 
refineries have been built, and now vast 

tities are shipped in refined form, 


-both in bulk and in cases. 


Whereas crude ofl sold for $1 a barrel 
or less, gasoline and kerosene bring from 
$6 to $10 a barrel, dependent upon how 
they are shipped and to what market. And 
a vast amount of fuel oi] remaing from 
the refining process.

Although we import pig iron from India, — - 


which country has extensive iron and 
steel works, Los Angeles exported $30,717 
worth of castings to India in the twelve 
months ending June 3° last. 


Medicines of various kinds are shipped - 


from Los Angeles all over the world. 
Chile has bought $17,000 worth in recent 
months, Brazil $642 worth, Africa $610, 
Argentina $34,587, Australia $510, England 
$38,060, Guatemala $2868, Japan $3704,, 
Mexico $20,955, Salvador $8635, Sweden 
$7710, Uruguay $4134, and other amounts 
to various other countries. 


It may seem ‘petuliar that the kernels ~ 


taken from apricot seeds should be a 
source of income, yet more then $50,000 
was realized last year from England and 
Germany alone from this product. 

Essential ofls manufacturéd from citrus 
fruits brought about the same income and 
from the same countries as the apricot 
kernels. 

Thus, a long list of other commodities 
manufactured in Southern California 
might be compiled, some of them going 
to out-ofthe-way places in the remot 
corners of the earth. 


Imports - 

Southern California, however, exports 
about two and a half times as much in 
value as it imports direct—although many 
products of foreign countries are pur- 
chased indirectly. 

The Southwest, for iustance, is a very 
large market for silk goods. The raw 
silk all originates in other couptries— 
chiefly in Japan, China or France. Yef 
only within the last year has any raw 
silk been imported direct to Log Angeles, 
although this region undoubtedly spends 
millions of dollars a year for different 
kinds of silk goods. Silk mills are now 
being developed here, however, the first 


one at Hefmosa Beach being already a 


great success.

The story o' building development in 
Los Angeles fur the past twelve months 
is told by the total of its permit issue, 
which reached thé figure of $124,123,547. 
On the basis of a permanent population 
of 1,200,000 here, each citizen spent $103 
for construction pyrposes. 

The construction industry, ranking sec 
ond to agriculture in this country, fur 
nishes a criterion for the purchasing 
power of any community. At the end of 
the first nine months of 1926 Los Angeles 
stood fourth in the United States In the 
amount of its building. Compared with 
other coast cities, Los Angeles stands 
first, with San Francisco in second place 
recording a total 50 per cent lower. The 
value of Los Angeles building permits for 
the year was approximately 45 per cent 

ter than the combined total of the 
‘ iiding done in both San Francisco 
ita sister city, Oakland. . 


A Million Feet of New Offices 


One million, forty-one thousand, three 
hundred and forty-eight square feet, or 
oneeighth of the total rentable office 
space of the Los Angeles downtown, dis- 
trict, has been added this year, an amount , 
second ofily to the 1924 total, which was 
the largest in the city’s history. If the 
great number of long-term leases that are ~ 
being made in the basiness district in ad- 
vance of actual building operations are 
to be regarded as a criterion, the 1926 
record will be maintained during 1927. 


'. City Leads in Free Homes 


‘Nothing is more ‘indicative of a city’s 
prosperity than the status of its home 
ownership. More than $44,451,788 went 
for .the construction of 11,162 new homes 
in 1926. A recent survey shows that Los 
Angeles now leads the six largest cities 
of the country with more than 52 per cent 
of its homes owned free of incumbrances. 
Detroit, with a percentage of 38.9, and 
Chicago, with a percentage of 36.3, are 
the meargst competitors.

Men 
who build residences for which the cost 
is tabulated in five and six figures are 
men of money. The eonstruction of their 
homes in any locality presages the con-— 
gtruction of smaller ones, for where they 
loeate money locates with them. Their 
money turns factory wheels, which means 
work for more home builders. 

The influence of climate, topography 
and wealth has contributed to the devel- 
opment of a distinctive Southern Cali- 
fornia architecture, in some cases an ef- 
fective combination of Old World types. 

Of the construction expenditures last 
year $15,634,251 was put into apartment- 
house building. The era of speculative 
apartment construction in Los Angeles 
passed long ago, to be replaced with high- 
quality building designed for the specific 
purposes of immediate use and occupancy.

Los Angeles is the largest. How the 
city of Los Angeles figures in the water 
commerce that has arisen on the Pacific 
at an amazing rate is suggested by the 
ranking of the port with the other large 
water gateways in the United States. On 
the basis of preliminary estimates for the 
twelve months of 1926, Los Angeles Har- 
bor will again take second place among 
American seaports in the total amount 
of ocean commerce, 

Financially, Los Angeles grows stronger 
year by year. Bank deposits register sub- 
stantial increases annually, and now: are 
well above a billion dgllars. Clearings, 
measuring the rate of commercial activ- 
ity, will more than likely approximate 
$9,000,000,000 this year, or a gain of 11 
per cent over 1925, a new high record. 
In Los Angeles are located the headquar- 
ters of some of the largest branch banks 
in the United States, including the Pacific- 
Southwest Trust and Savings, Security 
Trust and Savings, California Bank, Mer- 
chants’ National Trust and Savings and 
Citizens’ Trust and Savings. Southern 
California headquarters of the powerful 
Bank of Italy system, largest branch bank 
in the country, are located in Los Angeles. 

Probably very few cities in the. United 
States can show a per capita investment 
surplus to equal Los Angeles. Underwrit- 
ing syndicates regard the Log Angeles 
bond market as one of the strongest in 
the country, and issues as large as $15, 
000,000 are now distributed on the Coast 
without the help of outside syndicates. 
The availability of such large amounts of 
money and credits for purposes of invest- 
ment and speculation readily attest the 
ability of Los Angeles and the Pacific 
Coast to finance the ordinary require 
ments of agriculture, commerce and for- 
eign trade. 

The status of speculation is boldly 
traced by the sharp rise in business of the 
Los Angeles Stock Exchange, one of the 
largest of the minor stock exchanges in 
the United States. Business for 1926, ac 
cording to preliminary .figures, will set 
new high marks in volume of business 
and im valuation.

“Home of Ramona Brand,” but how many 
corsumers of this luscious fruit on the other 
side of the Rocky Mountains stop to con- 
sider that these same oranges were grown 
amidst thé places that live forever in the 
hearts of the readers of “Ramona”? 


According to the annual report of the. 


Piru Citrus Association, which is the As- 
sociation for this district, the percentage of 
“Sunkist” oranges, plus the Extra Fancy 
orarges marketed last year urder tho “Sun- 
kist” brand, was 70%. These represent the 
choicest varieties and receive top prices. 


While the report is made up of all oranges~ 


shipped through the Piru Association, it 
merits consideration in that the Camulos 
Ranch fruit is marketed through this As 
sociation. 

. The superintendent. of the Camulos Ranch, 
states that 78% of the Valencias shipped 
were “Sunkist.” From this, it appears that 
the average for the district was raised by 
the Camulos oranges. Oranges gtown on 
the Camulos Ranch are regarded to be 
superior to other oranges even grown in 
that district. 


All who visit Camulos Ranch can, pro- 
vided they first read the story of “Ramona,” 
ever close their eyes and see the char- 
acters in the novel going here and there; 
the children playing in the patio; Juan 
Canito sitting on the veranda, near the 
kitchen smoking his pipe in his meditative 
moments, and old Marda, the cook, up- 
braiding her daughter, Margarita, for some 
fancied shortcoming. 


One can, while sitting in one of the chairs 
on the spacious veranda—a chair older than 
we are by a gereration—see Senora Moreno 
going from place to place as was her wont, 
tending to everything that it might be done 
to her own liking. And one can see the real 
Ramona, as she was formed in the mind of 
Mrs. Jackson, wending her way through the 
thickets of wild mustard, on her way to 
meet Father Salviaderra. All these char- 
so true to life, seem to live and 


breathe in the mind's eye as one visits this 
low adobe home on the Camulos Ranch. 


the first and last chapters of the story of 
“Ramona,” where there is painted a splen- 
did historical picture. The old homestead 
still stands in perfect condition and can be 


recognized in all its details from the de-— 


scription in the book. Mr. August A. Rubel 
and his family now occupy the house. The 
expenditure of considerable money has made 
it a modern dwelling in every respect. 


The homestead chapei is in perfect con- 
dition. It contains relics spoken of in the 


book which were transferred from the Mis- 
sions by the Spanish priests when the 
Missions were being despoiled by the invad- 
ing Americans. The chapel is ore of the 
very few private ones which is 

as consecrated by the Catholic Church. 


The old winery is constructed of hand- 
made bricks which were produced on the 
place approximately 60 or 60 years ago. It 
4s now a store house containing many in- 
teresting objects, including a carriage said 
to be the first one brought to California. 
The California Historical Society has pro- 
posed restoring this relic. That the carriage 
is in good condition ig substantiated by the 
fact that it was rented to the: movies and 
used in the filming of “Suzanna.” 


The old still, used to make alcohol to for- 

fy the port wine, remains there. The old 
out-of-door fireplaces and kettles, the olive 
of] mill-stones, old raw-hide beds, the ollas, 
baptismal font, etc., all ¢ontribute to make 
it a real museum. 


Perhaps one of the crowning glories of 
Camulos Ranch today, is its wonderful com- 
mercial walnut acreage. There has been 
maintained on the ranch one of the original 
big black walnut trees. Big trees can be 
found in our national parks, but they are 
trees of a large species. % is indeed won- 
derful, however, to see a tree of a variety 
that does not usually attain large growth, 
growing side by side with others of the 
same variety that were planted at the same 
time and that have attained normal growth, 
and that has grown so that under its wide 
expanses of branches, 1250 people can ait 
at tables without being crowded—to see a 
tree such as this is something to be remem- 
bered forever. It is quite easy to believe 
that this tree is better than half a century 
old, yet to one who has never seen the 
specimen it probably seems incredible when 
the fact is stated that in one year it yielded 
just thirty pounds less than one ton of 
nets. Surely such a tree is a monarch and 


something to’ be justly proud of. 


Camulos Rarch is the replacement of all 
the old ditches for conveying water, by 4 
80-inch concrete pipe, resulting in the deliv- 
ery of a maximum amount of water to the 


groves. The only portion of the original 
ditch which remains is about 100 yards, be 
ing retained for historical purposes. 


The water rights belonging to the prop- 


erty aré among the oldest in California and 
call for approximately 300 inches. This 
is sufficient to take care of all the prop 
erty. The opinion has been expressed by 
an authority on water rights and their value, 
to the effect that these rights are easily 
worth $300,000. It should be. remembered 
that the value of water in California is in- 
creasing. 


The valley of the Santa Clara River, in 
which the Camulos Ranch is 
exceptionally desirable for the culture of 


citrus fruits and walnuts but, at the same 
character 


time, other crops of di 
are grown successfully. 


The Government Central Station for this 
district is located in the heart of the old 
Valencia grove, having been maintained for 


years on the Camulos Ranch. This spot 


was selected as it is the low point of the 


ranch and should be’ most susceptible to 
frost if the district in general were sub- 
ject to it. The results of temperature rec- 


ords indicate thus far practically no hazard 


from frost. This situation gives the prop- 
erty exceptional value for citrus culture. 
For example, in 1913 and 1922, years of 


serious frosts throughout Southern Califor 


nia, the 
crops. 


One can only wish, after visiting Cam- 
ulos Ranch, that our early American set- 
tlers in California had paid more attention 
to the restoration and upkeep of the old 
adobe Missions. Our realization of their 
historic value has come too late. Civiliza- 
tion seems to be but the tearing down of 
old things, that something new and some- 
times of less lasting value, may be built 

their places. Yet here amidst modern 

evelopment at Camulos, there is still the 

touch left of early Franciscan friars, a thing 
which at least Californians should be de- 
voutly thankful for.

The arable portions of the county are divided 
into a series of terraces, or plateaus. The lower, or coast terrace, comprises a number 
of valleys with intervening mésas. Next comes a series of large and beautiful valleys 
at an elevation of from 400 to 500 feet.
